Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-25 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
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The prior art, 'Improvement of Translation Quality of English Newspaper Headlines by 
Automatic Preediting' to Sata, teaches a preediting module which rewrites headlines to ordinary 
expressions. Furthermore, the reference discloses conditions or rules for rewriting headlines and 
rewriting the parts that match the headline. The reference fails to explicitly state a comparison 
between continuous capital letters as abbreviation from the headline and the continuous words 
from the body of the article. Furthermore, the Sato fails to disclose a phrase alignment result 
which is the result of a comparison between the continuous capital letters and the combined 
capital letters. The reference, U. S. Patent No. 6,446,036 to Bourbonnais, discloses phrase in the 
headline and a phrase determination method based upon a format conversion section. 
Furthermore, the reference discloses modifying the text at a text improvement section, tagging 
words at a word tagging section and translating the document at a translation section. 
Bourbonnais fails to teach or suggestion a translation of the article body and the headline into the 
second language based on the continuous capital letters and the continuous words in the phrase 
alignment result. 

In reference to independent claims 1, 13, and 25, the claimed feature of detecting 
continuous capital letters as an abbreviation from the headline, detecting continuous words each 
including an initial capital letter as a formal phrase from the head sentence of the article body, 
followed by a comparison of the two, and generating a coincident word based on the comparison, 
is not shown in the prior art of record and would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art to combine the prior art of record to come up with applicant's claimed invention. 
Finally, the examiner would like to note the phrase alignment result is a direct result made from 
the comparison of the continuous capital letters as an abbreviation from the headline and the 
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continuous words each including an initial capital letter from the head sentence of the article 
body. The translating of the article body and the headline into the second language is based upon 
the result of the phrase alignment result. The above-mentioned features describing the phrase 
alignment result are not shown in the prior art of record and would not have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art to combine the prior art of record to come up with applicant's claimed 
invention.
